A FAMILY has paid tribute to a 
soldier, ‘with a big smile and a big 
heart’ who died at the weekend, a 
week after being attacked in 
Northampton town centre. 

Private Rory McWilliams, 20, who 
lived in Ten Pines, Northampton, was 
due to go on his first tour of 
Afghanistan this week with the 2nd 
Battalion the Parachute Regiment. 

But on his last weekend home he was 
assaulted behind Domino's Pizza on St 
Peter’s Way in Northampton at about 
2.25am on February 6. 

He died on Saturday at the John 
Radcliffe Hospital in Oxford from seri- 
ous head injuries. 

His mother, Christine Akintoye, led 
the tributes to her son. 

She said: “He was a hero with a big 
smile and big heart and he wouldn't 
hurt anyone. 

“I don't think we have accepted it yet, 
it is not something that we will ever get 
over. 

“I was very proud when he got his 
wings and he was looking forward to 
going out to Afghanistan to do an 
important job. 

“He had been working very hard to 
become a medic and we're all very

proud of what he had achieved. Only 
the week before he had died, he had 
gone to Wootton Bassett to pay his 
respects to another soldier who had 
died on the frontline and that was the 
sort of person he was. He really made 
an impression on people.” 

The family spoke of their heartache 
at the death of the popular young man. 

Mrs Akintoye added: “His death has 
been devastating for us but there 
might have been some justification if 
he had been out there serving and not 
on the streets of his home town.” 

Private McWilliams also has a young 
daughter who has been left father-less 
and his mother explained how his lit-

tle girl was so important to 
him. She said: “He has got 
a little girl, Ruby, who is 
nearly 18 months old 
and he adored her and 
his only regret serving 
abroad was that he 
would be away from 
her. 

“In fact he had asked 
me to be his eyes and 
ears while he was 
away. 

“The individuals who 
did this are disgusting, 
cowardly people and just 
low, low, life.” 

Private McWilliams sister Annie also 
paid tribute to her brother, who she 
was out with on the night he was 
injured. She said: “He was so happy 
that night. He had all of his friends 
around him. In fact I don’t think I had 
ever seen him so happy. 

“A Facebook group was set up in his 
memory and I knew he was a popular 
lad but it’s got over 1,000 members, 
that just shows you how much he 
touched people.” 

Police are still appealing for witness- 
es to the assault.

Councils union members 
vote against strike action

A UNION has revealed that 
proposed strike action at 
Northampton Borough 
Council will not be going 
ahead. 

The GMB union was 
balloting its members earlier 
this month over changes to 
pay and working conditions. 

However, members have 
voted against industrial 
action. 

GMB organiser Stuart 
Richards said: “The ballot 
came back as a no and if I’m 
being honest I think it is 
because our members have 


been worn down _ by 
Northampton Borough 
Council. 


“We still have a number of 
members who are not happy 
with the deal and have not 
signed it but there is not a lot 
we can now do.”

The authority has revealed 
that 80 per cent of employees 


have now signed new 
contracts. 

A spokesperson for the 
borough council _ said: 


“Implementing the national 
Pay & Grade scheme has not 
been an easy process. 


“We have had to develop a 
system that allows us to fairly 
compare the numerous skills, 
challenges and demands of 
almost 1,200 of our staff. 

“As part of this work we 
reviewed and updated the 
terms and conditions of our 
staff. 


“We now have standard 
employment contracts that 
will apply to everyone across 
the council. Over 80 per cent 
of our staff have already 
signed up to the new 
contract and we are working 
through the legal processes to 
ensure all of our staff are on 
the same fair deal. 

“We believe we have 
achieved our goal in creating 
a fair and equitable pay 


structure that recognises 
each job in terms of its 
content and rewards

“The unions have been 
involved throughout this 
process and we have kept our 
staff up to date with regular 
updates.

Thirty-year-old laws to 
be brought up to date 


A COUNCIL has been 
given the go-ahead to 
update byelaws in a bid 
to tackle anti-social 
behaviour. 

The Department of 
Communities and Local 
Government has this 
week given its 
provisional approval for 
Northampton Borough 
Council to update the 
laws which were last 
ooked at more than 30 
years ago. 

Under the new 
byelaws restrictions will 
be placed on 
skateboarding in the 
town centre multi- 
storey car parks and on 
ootpaths and roads 
when it causes a danger 
or nuisance to others. 
They will also affect 
airground attractions 
that cause an 
obstruction to traffic, 
playing dangerous 


games near highways, 
touting and urinating in 
public places. Parish 
councils, the police, 
county council and 
borough councillors 
from all parties have 
endorsed the move to 
adopt the new byelaws. 

Having now received 
provisional approval 
from the Government, a 
notice of the borough's 
intention to adopt the 
laws will be advertised 
on April 17. 

If there are no 
objections within four 
weeks the council will 
apply to the Secretary of 
State for final approval.

A NEW service provided by 
Northamptonshire Police means 
homeowners can now have peace 
of mind, knowing that the people 
they want will be contacted 
should something happen to their 
home. 

The Key Contact Residential 
scheme gives police up to five 
contacts to call if there is an 
incident at the home and the 
homeowner is unavailable. 

This service is particularly 
beneficial for people on holiday, 
shift workers, people who live 
alone, the elderly or those who 


take regular business trips. It is 
£15 a year. 

Heidi Brown, Key Contact 
administrator, said: “When you 
subscribe to Key Contact we 
record your property details in the 
control room so if there is an 
incident at your property we 
immediately know who to contact. 

“Most importantly you can give 
us the details of up to five people 
you would like us to get in touch 
with, if for whatever reason you 
cannot be contacted.”

Library supporters 
get budget lifeline

ST James library will not close 
but the fight goes on. 

This week Northamptonshire 
County Council announced it is 
no longer proposing to shut any 
libraries as part of its current 
budget proposals. 

The new plans have been drawn 
up in response to the consider- 
able feedback received during 
the budget consultation, with 
comments received from around 
9,500 residents. 

Instead, the council is 
proposing to carry out a wide- 
ranging review of all 36 libraries 
to look at new ways of delivering 
library services in partnership 
with communities and to explore 
new functions for the facilities. 

One of the people who has been 
fighting to save St James Library 
from closing is Graham 
Croucher.

Giving his reaction to the 
county council's latest decision, 
he said: “It is pleasing but it is 
guarded. 

“We are pleased it is not closing 
but all it is doing is buying time. 

“Nowhere does it say any 
libraries will not close. 

“This will give more time to 
community groups to sort out an 
action plan. 

“Tt will allow us to put more 
flesh on the bone while they are 
carrying out a comprehensive 
review of all libraries. 

“I still suspect they will come 
back looking at closing libraries. 

“This is a good step in the right 
direction but what we want to see 
is a permanent decision. 

“The fight goes from strength to 
strength and we want to build it 
up.

the community.” Cllr Andre 
Gonzalez de Savage said the 
council’s financial challenges 
hadn't changed and it is still 
facing enormous pressures as a 
result of its reduced funding from 
Government. 

He added: “The review means 
we could see libraries merging 
with other local services for 
example, or becoming 
community-led independent 
libraries, or prosperity or 
volunteering hubs. 

“Tt could also mean some 
libraries may still be identified for 
eventual closure but this review 
will allow time for us to work with 
local Friends of the Library 
groups and parish councils and 
other local people to develop 
these innovative ideas and make 
these community-led new 
arrangements a reality.”

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Councils take step towards joint working 


TWO councils are to team up in a bid to 
offer better services and save money. 

A joint project between Northampton 
Borough Council and Daventry District 
Council has moved a step closer as both 
authorities have agreed in principle to 
share waste collection, grounds 
maintenance and street care services. 

The borough council's cabinet agreed in 
principle to approve the selection of a 
company to deliver the services for both 
bodies more competitively and efficiently. 

The decision follows a meeting of the 


Councillor Brian Hoare, leader of NBC, 
said: “This is a really exciting project that 
will help us offer better value for money to 
residents but gives us the opportunity to 
improve on the service they receive. 

“We have been working in partnership 
with Daventry for a year and a half and | 
am delighted that we are almost at the 
stage where we will see the results of our 
hard work. 

“In the first year alone we expect to make 
significant savings. 

“However, the process is not yet complete

It's not just cats which are to

ANDREW Meads’ plea (Letters 
February 10) that cat owners be 
more responsible is certainly 
necessary but to suggest that 
because cats kill so many birds 
they might have “actions taken 
against” them goes too far. 

Not all birds are killed by cats. 

Many are killed by people - 
with traps, nets, cars, shotguns, 
air-rifles, agri-poisons and by 
destroying their habitat. 

Birds also kill birds. 

It is well known that corvids 
(magpies and crows) take 
countless nestlings and 
fledglings each Spring, not to 
mention sparrowhawks, other 
raptors and those mammals 
which kill birds for food; but just 
as you cannot take the hunting 
instinct out of birds of prey 
neither can you do so with cats.

Agreed, it doesn’t help that cats 
are left to roam and hunt but the 
only effective alternative, to 
keep cats indoors all their lives, 
is impractical if not ridiculous. 

However, cat owners can go 
some way to preventing bird 
deaths by not encouraging birds 
into the garden for example; 
placing feeders as high as 
possible and away from cover 
gives birds a chance to escape. 

Make the cat wear a collar with 
an effective bell, and keep it 
inside at dawn and dusk, ie. be 
responsible. 

Also talk to your cat - funny as 
it may sound they can be 
trained to respond to a sharp 
“NO!” and will learn the signs of 
your displeasure whether it is 
for hunting or using the 
rosebed as a toilet, which they 


ling the birds 


are less likely to do if you pro- 
vide a clean litter box, if you can 
be bothered, if you are respon- 
sible. 

We should all be more 
responsible - cat, dog, car and 
child owners - and we can be 
through education and example, 
not by taking actions of cruelty 
and revenge. 

Cat owners are an easy target 
and while I applaud Mr Meads 
for all his good hard and 
heart-breaking work for the sick 
and injured birds I hope he also 
sets his passionate sights on the 
Agro-Chemical business, the 
habitat takers and all the others 
who have surely killed and 
displaced as many birds as ever 
the domestic cat did.

Missing the point of meat debate 


THE anonymous correspon- 
dent (H&P letters, February 
3) who responded to my let- 
ter of the previous week is 
completely free to promote 
vegetarianism. 

However, in so doing, 
he/she totally misses the 
point. 

How does he imagine that 
Christmas pud has anything 
to do with Christianity? 
Whilst Easter eggs and hot 
cross buns do convey sym- 
bols of the Christian Faith 
they are in no way intrinsic 
to it. 

In sharp contrast, kosher 
and halal are intrinsic to the 
Jewish and Muslim Faiths 
respectively. What is of real 
concern is that halal requires 
the animal to be dedicated to 
God at slaughter. 

My contention was that the 
slaughter-man would specif- 
ically have a view of Allah as 
quite a distinct person from 
Yahweh or any other Faith’s 
name for God. Thus eating 
halal would be eating food 
dedicated to a foreign god. 

As I. indicated, the 
Christian/Muslim Forum 
declared the right of all to 
have or not have halal meat. 
Commercial interests would 
have us all eat halal as they 
would only have to supply 
one product. This would 
thus force us to adopt 
Islamic practice, contrary to 
the statement by 
Christian/Muslim Forum. 

Clearly the choice between 


eating halal or not eating 
meat is wholly different from 
the choice between a hot 
cross bun and a currant bun 
or an Easter egg and a bar of 
chocolate. 

A further issue, not previ- 
ously raised, is that often 
halal meat is unlabelled. 

This means that one not 
wishing to eat halal may 
unwittingly do so: it also 
makes it more difficult for a 
Muslim to identify halal 
products. 

To many it is the thin end of 
the wedge and there is con- 
cern that halal might 
become the only option. 

As I previously stated this 
would be a business decision 
and would place commercial 
interests at the head. Could 
any real Muslim worship an 
Allah that is subservient to 
Mammon? 

Would our correspondent 
be happy to be forced to eat 
vegetables that had been 
impregnated with animal 
fat? 

He (she?) actually pro- 
motes an alternative reli- 
gion, that of enlightenment. 

That religion is followed by 
many politicians and gnostic 
organisations: also by 
bankers whose enlightened 
views on notional money 
have dragged this country 
into recession.

Crazy cuts’ could 
put lives in danger

LEADING members of the 
community believe that ‘lives 
will be put at risk’ if the money 
that funds speed cameras and 
other road safety schemes is cut. 

As part of potential county- 
wide cuts the Casualty Reduction 
Partnership, which funds speed 
cameras, average speed cameras 
and a range of driver training 
courses, will cease to function. 

Cllr Glynane, Lib Dem leader of 
the opposition at the county 
council, said: “One of the first 
casualties of this move is to 
switch off speed cameras. 

“This is crazy and dangerous. 
Lives are being put at risk by the 
Conservatives’ decision to 
abandon the Casualty Reduction 
Partnership. 

“This is a disgraceful decision. 
Statistics show that the number 


of people seriously injured or 
killed on our roads has fallen by 
61 per cent since 1998. 

“This is an indication of just 
how important prevention is.” 

The police have also said they 
are disappointed with the 
authority for considering to pull 
funding from the scheme. 

Assistant chief constable 
Martin Jelley said: “We have been 
in close contact with 
Northamptonshire County 
Council about the future of the 


Casualty Reduction Partnership 
following its announcement that 
it is proposing to withdraw all 
funding from April 2011. 

“In those discussions we have 
privately voiced our concerns 
about the total withdrawal of 
funding and the detrimental 
impact that this could have on 
the safety of Northamptonshire’s 
roads. 

“With the very real prospect 
that the partnership will be 
dissolved at the end of March, we 
have this week begun a period of 
consultation with all police staff 
working within the partnership, 
with a view to identifying and 
establishing what service we can 
take forward following the 
removal of this funding. 

“Clearly other speed enforce- 
ment operations by police will 
continue no matter what final 
decisions are made about the 
future of the partnership.”

Disabled park visitors could have to cough up 


BLUE Badge holders will have to 
cough up to park in country parks if 
the budget is approved next week. 

Under current proposals, charges 
for peak time visits would increase to 
£3 a day, off-peak charges would rise 
to £2 a day, season ticket prices would 
rise by 25 per cent and Blue Badge 
holders and coach/bus drivers would 
have to pay when it used to be free. 

One disabled man has hit out at 
these plans, calling them ‘steep’. 

The man, who did not want to be 
named, said: “I go every day now but 
if they are going to start charging Blue 
Badge holders then I won't. 

“It’s a bit steep on disabled people. 
It’s a bit steep on anybody.” 

But a Northamptonshire County 
Council spokeswoman said: “Our five 
country parks are some of the 
county's greatest assets and this 
proposal will help ensure they can 
continue to be enjoyed by county 
residents. 


“We are looking to remove our sub- 
sidy from the parks whilst also invest- 
ing in them to improve facilities and 
therefore increase the numbers of 
visitors and generate more income. 

“We are also proposing to review car 
parking charges with a view to 
increasing them to help pay for the 
maintenance of the country parks. 

“This will include reviewing the 
current free parking available to blue 
badge holders. 

“In November 2010, we agreed an 
investment of £370,000 for a package 
of improvements across all five parks. 

“This approach has already proved 
successful — we invested £175,000 into 
Irchester and Sywell country parks 
over the past 18 months, creating two 
play areas. 

“This has more than doubled visitor 
numbers which has in turn doubled 
the income from car parking as well as 
vastly improving the park for county 
residents.” 


@ A COUNCILLOR who 
uses a vital community 
centre has hit out at the 
council for planning to 
cut £400,000 from its 
budget. 

Cllr Jenny Conroy, 
Liberal Democrat 
spokeswoman for 
children and young 
people, is calling on the 
Conservatives to rethink 
cutting cash to the 
Camrose Centre in 
Spencer where she runs 
a children’s group, the 
Roundabout Club. 

Cllr Conroy said: “This is 
a devastating cut to the 


centre's funding. 
Children will suffer 
because of this. The cut 
has come out of 
nowhere. Parents will be 
shocked to hear of this, 


been no consultation 
whatsoever with local 
people who rely on the 
services the Camrose 
provides.’ 


ELDERLY people have 
hailed the service Age 
Concern provides to 
them and urged the 
council to reconsider 
cutting its budget. 

The authority has cut 
Age Concern's funding in 
half since 2006 and last 
year alone it lost around 
£200,000 of local 
funding and the council 
is proposing to slash 
another 10 per cent. 

Madeline Boys, 84, is a 
regular user of the 
services Age Concern 
provides and is horrified 
at any further cuts. 

She said: “The council 
seem to be spending 
money in all the wrong 
areas and arent taking 
care of the older 
generations. 

“After Christmas | was 
at home for seven days 
all alone. | had the TV but 
no human company. 

“lL really look forward to 
going to Age Concern to 
meet and see people. 
And what would the 
council do without 
them? As soon as you 
call them for any advice 
they tell you to call the 
charity.” 

Liam Condron, chief 
officer of Age Concern, 
has written to the leader 
of the council to ask how 
Age Concern can go on 
protecting older people 
and preventing them 
falling into even greater 
need if the council goes 
through with plans.

Charity slams thieves 
for robbing donations

THIEVES have been stealing 
donation bags left for the 
British Heart Foundation 
from outside people’s houses 
in Northampton. 

BHF area manager Gareth 
Julian hit out at the thieves 
when he said: “There have 
been a number of reports of 
bogus collectors operating in 
this area who are stealing 
stock bags which have been 
left out for collection.

Thousands to 


be spent on 
spud project

MORE than £50,000 has 
been awarded to the 
University of Northampton 
and its partners to study 
potatoes and water. 

Researchers at the 
university are working with 
colleagues at the University of 
Lincoln, Cranfield University 
and Lincolnshire potato 
company Branston Ltd, to 
determine how much water is 
used by potatoes during their 
lifetime - from growing, 
through to processing. 

The grant, backed by The 
Food and Drink iNet, hopes 
that by understanding the 
‘water footprint’ of potatoes, 
they will be able to look at 
ways of helping potato 
producers and processors to 
adapt to climate change. 

Dr Margaret Bates, reader in 
sustainable waste manage- 
ment at The University of 
Northampton, said: 
“Businesses are becoming 
increasingly aware of the 
importance of water in their 
supply chain, not only for 


security of supply but also for 
the environmental impacts 
caused by water use. 

“Any disruption of water in 
the supply chain can impact 
significantly on a business’ 
ability to operate and deliver; 
therefore a greater under- 
standing of water usage will 
enable companies to adopt 
strategies to mitigate against 
future scarcities and impacts 
of climate change.” 

The project is one of five 
Collaborative Research and 
Development grants worth a 
total of more than £235,000 
announced by the Food and 
Drink iNet, which  co- 
ordinates innovation support 
for businesses, universities 
and individuals working in 
the food and drink sector in 
the East Midlands. 

The ‘water footprint of the 
potatoes food chain’ project 
has been awarded £50,000 
towards the £62,500 cost of 
the research. 

The University of 
Northampton will specifically 
be looking at the water used 
during packing and 
processing.

GREEN FINGERS - you either have them or 
you don't. 

Well this doesn't have to be true as 
preparation will always stand you in good 
stead and will help to produce colourful 
plants in an attractive garden. 

To ensure your plants do well you will 
need to improve the soil with well 
composted organic manure or mulch. 

It is important to give new plants a 
healthy start and well established plants a 
boost. 

The same can be said for lawns. 

They provide an attractive addition to the 
garden and they have to be looked after.

Another tip is to plant several rose bushes 
in between your perennials for extra long 
colour and beauty. 

By creating a wide and varied colour 
scheme the next thing many people would 


like to ensure is to attract wildlife into their 
garden. 

One of the ways to achieve this is to go 
organic. 

If you avoid using pesticide then the 
number of insects visiting the garden 
should increase. 

As a result this will encourage insect 
eating birds such as bluetits, wrens, 
thrushes and robins. 

Also when choosing plants ensure they 
are ones which encourage bees to visit. 

Whatever you do to your garden enjoy it 
and take pride in creating another room to 
your house.

Moments of real impact in du Maurier play 


REVIEW him, who are possibly more altered by the war itself 
than this hero who has been through years of hell.

THE author Daphne du Maurier only wrote two stage 
plays. The Years Between, which starts from a semi- 
autobiographical standpoint of a marriage torn apart 
by the Second World War, is one of them. 

Du Maurier’s novels are atmospheric, elegiac, 
intelligent — and this play shares many of the same 
qualities. It’s also thought-provoking, temperate, 
exquisitely constrained by the morals and standards of 
the time (the later years of the war), and packing one 
or two powerful punches in its revelations. 

The elegance and formality of the country house 
backdrop is beautifully evoked, not just in Helen 
Goddard's immaculate library set but also in the tight, 
clipped performances and simmering tensions below 
a sheen of respectability. 

To reveal anything much of the plot would be unfair, 
but the central premise sees the surprise return home 
of a soldier believed killed in action, and the 
consequent unravelling of the lives of those around 


returning soldier, while Barbara Kirby as the Nanny, 
David Verrey as sage old friend Sir Ernest and Alisdair 
Simpson as the kindly neighbour Richard put in 
important supporting performances. There's also a fine 
turn from 13-year-old Luke Nunn as the bewildered 
but stoic son Robin. 

But it’s Marianne Oldham who carries the lion’s share 
of the drama as Diana, the grieving wife whose new 
world is turned upside down. She's variously strong 
and adrift, in love and heartbroken, dutiful and 
rebellious, and she seems to relish each emotion as 
much as any other. 

Director Kate Saxon works her cast hard to allow 
glimpses of the underlying turbulence to show 
through the stiff upper lips. There are moments of real 
impact that help keep the drama unfolding after a 
carefully modulated opening scene. 

And if du Maurier’s writing seems a little stifled at 
times, and the production accordingly a tad starchy, 
there’s plenty of good work on display to counteract 
the occasional lapse of tension.

NH HESPERIA HOTEL, 
LANZAROTE 


WE all know first impressions 
count, so when you walk into a 
hotel and you're immediately 
relaxed and at ease in its calming 
surroundings you know you are 
in for a good time. 

The NH Hesperia in Lanzarote 
is set on the volcanic country’s 
beautiful coast line, with views 
out to sea and towards the har- 
bour. 

During our three-night visit we 
were lucky enough to have the 
best of both worlds; the relax- 
ation at the hotel and the tours of 
the volcanic island which bene- 
fits from year-round sun and 
hardly any rain. 

We paid a visit to the Sunday 
market at Teguise which has an 
array of stalls to please even the 
most serious shopper; LagOmar, 
the house Omar Sharif had built 
and then lost in a game of bridge; 
the beautiful caves with a special 
twist at Cueva de los Verdes; the 
pretty cave at Los Jameos where 
tiny white crabfish usually found 
in deeper water can be seen; vis- 
its to the beaches at El Golfo, Los 
Hervideros, Playa Blanca and 
Playas Papagayo and a trip to 
Timanfaya, Lanzarote’s national 
park and the volcano site and 
gives you a real insight into the 
island’s history. 

One of the great things about 
Lanzarote for us Brits who like 
the sun but not necessarily the 
heat is that even in the height of 
summer when it’s 29c it still has a 
refreshing breeze coming in off 
the coast. 

And while we're battling the 
January blues, the island benefits 
from temperatures of around 20c 
- perfect for a winter break. 

Some of the scenery and views 
we took in during our stay on the 
Canary Island were beautiful, es- 
pecially around the volcanic 
areas and along the mountain- 
ous coastlines. 

One of the most impressive 
things about the NH Hesperia 
hotel is its design and to get the 
best view you need to head to the 
beach below to take it all in. 
Steps and swimming pools with 
bars take you from the sea level 
up to the building itself. 

On entering the spa hotel, you

are taken into a huge reception 
area which is light and bright 
with huge windows either side to 
allow as much of the sunshine 
through as possible. 

The quirk is that most of its 
bedrooms are below the recep- 
tion level as the hotel is set on 
the mountain side. 

The rooms are plenty big 
enough for any length of break, 
with space around everything 
you could need without feeling 
cramped - light and airy, and 
with french doors which open 
out on to your own balcony with 
glorious views of the coast, espe- 
cially at daybreak and sunset. 

The hotel has its own two 
restaurants and we sampled both 
El Risco and Botavara during our 
stay. Each had a range of choices 
to suit all tastes. 

We spent two nights at El Risco 
where I sampled the Campesina 
pizza (ham and sausage) anda 
prawn and asparagus risotto, 
along with pre-chosen starters of 
meats, cheeses and breads, and 
heavenly desserts, including 
chocolate, vanilla and coffee. 

The meals were delicious and 
certainly filled us up. 

During our stay, we were 
treated to a full body massage - 
one of the many spa treatments 
the Hesperia offers its guests. 

We were given the choice of an 
oil massage or an aloe vera one. I 
opted for the latter, thinking its 
hydration qualities would help 
put some much-needed mois- 
ture back into my skin after suf- 
fering in the winter cold. 

The treatment was incredibly 
relaxing and left me feeling com- 
pletely unwound and better than 
Thad done in a long time. 

We were told not to shower 
until the next morning to truly 
get the benefit of it and I have to 
say my skin the following day 
had never felt so good. 

The spa itself was incredibly 


calming and benefits from 
saunas, jacuzzis, a relaxation 
room, hot coal baths, and a pool 
with an array of massaging and 
relaxing areas, including water- 
falls. 

Having never been to Lanzarote 
before, it’s certainly a place I’d go 
back to - there are plenty of 
places to discover, given its vol- 
canic history, but you can also 
relax and unwind as well right 
from the moment you arrive.

Like the ‘standard wheelbase’ A8, the 
lengthened luxury saloon is crafted pre- 
dominantly from aluminium in the in- 
terest of efficiency, comfort and driving 
agility. 

This approach reduces weight by 
around 40 per cent compared with an 
all-steel equivalent. 

This remarkably refined twelve cylin- 
der powerhouse has been bored out 
from 6.0-litres to 6.3-litres, and is now 
bolstered by FSI direct petrol injection 
for improved economy and emissions 
control. 

Maximum power has increased by 
50PS over the previous version to 500PS, 
and the 45Nm higher torque peak of 
625Nm arrives at 3,250 rpm. 

As aresult, the A8 LW12 can power to 
62mph in just 4.7 seconds, and cruise 
serenely, where conditions allow, at a 
governed top speed of 155mph. And 
with the help of FSI technology, fuel 
economy belies these figures, with up to 
22.8mpg achievable according to the 
combined cycle test — an improvement 
of around nine per cent over the outgo- 
ing model which results in CO2 output 
of 290g/km. 

Thanks to its advanced adaptive air 
springs, lightweight suspension and lat- 


est generation quattro all-wheel-drive, 
the long-wheelbase Audi A8 manages to 
combine the polished ride refinement 
expected of a luxury car with handling 
poise and agility that would normally 
characterise performance saloons from 
one or two classes below. 

The full extra length of the A8 L bene- 
fits rear-seat passengers, who are able to 
enter even more easily through wider 
doors which, in the W12 version, feature 
power assisted closure.

PAUL di Resta was pleased with the progress being made with the 
Force India VJMO4, despite a suspension failure bringing testing in 
Jerez to a premature end. 

The Silverstone-based team have now racked up over 1,100km on 
their 2011 challenger since it made its debut at the start of the most 
recent four-day test. 

On Sunday, di Resta set a quickest time of 1:23.11 before his left 
suspension broke, although it was more getting plenty of track time 
in the car that the Scotsman was interested in. 

He said: “At the moment that’s what it’s all about — giving ourselves 
a clear direction and getting as much data as we can on the 
performance of the new car on different fuel loads.

Niall out to prove ICC 
and the world wrong 


CRICKET 


MARCH 17, 2007 is a date that 
Niall O’Brien will never forget, for 
it was the day that the Ireland 
cricket team announced 
themselves on the global stage 
with a shock three-wicket 
victory over Pakistan in their 
World Cup group match. 

That win by the Irish at Sabina 
Park, on St Patrick’s Day no less, 
was one of few highlights in an 
otherwise forgettable 
tournament, and set them on 
their way to reaching the Super 
Eights stage against the odds. 

Northamptonshire wicket- 
keeper O’Brien was the man in 
the middle of it. It was his top 
score of 72 that laid the 
foundations for the run chase 
that saw them hunt down 133 
for one of the biggest upsets in 
cricketing history. 

“It was a great game for the 
Irish team, all of Ireland cricket 
and thankfully for myself. | came 
to the party and got some runs 
because | hadn't got many in the 
previous few weeks during the 
qualifying tournament in Kenya,” 
said O’Brien, who was also man- 
of-the-match that day. 

“That game changed my life and 
put me a bit more in the public 
eye. Everyone seems to know a 
bit more about Irish cricket now, 
and my brother and |.” 

Indeed, while attending last 
month's Liverpool against 
Everton football derby at Anfield, 
the lifelong Toffees fan had two 
people come up to him and wish 
him luck for the upcoming 
Cricket World Cup on the Asian 
Sub-Continent, which starts on 
Saturday. 

This year’s tournament in India, 
Sri Lanka and Bangladesh has 
been reduced by two teams to 
14, split into two groups of 
seven. For Ireland and their 
fellow Associate nations Canada, 
Kenya and the Netherlands, this 
is also their swansong in the 
event. 

The 2015 World Cup in 
Australia and New Zealand will 
see those sides below Test 
Match level excluded 
completely, but O’Brien is 
confident that they can show 
the game's administrators, the 
ICC, that they have made the 
wrong choice. 

He said: “It’s hard to put into 
context what we're looking to 
achieve, but we want to get out 
of the group and we believe we 
can get out of the group. 

“Is that a realistic target? | 
think it is, but even if we don't 
progress through the group, if 
we can take a couple of Test 
scalps — maybe the West Indies 
and Bangladesh — plus a win 
over Holland, then there's three 
victories and you might get 
through. 

“But any victory for Ireland as a 
smaller cricketing nation against 
a Test team is very important for 
the future of the Irish game. 


“It's important that we go out 
there and put in a good 
performance, especially against 
the likes of England, India and 
South Africa who are arguably 
three of the best teams in the 
world at the moment.” 

Although the profile of cricket 
has been raised in Ireland by the 
national side’s performances in 
recent years, it still remains very 
much a minority sport behind 
the likes of football, rugby union 
and the traditional games of 
hurling and Gaelic football. 

Despite that, there are a 
handful of Irish players on the 
county circuit along with O’Brien. 
Team captain William Porterfield 
and Boyd Rankin are at 
Warwickshire, Ed Joyce is at 
Middlesex, while Eoin Morgan 
was also capped by Ireland 
before opting to qualify for 
England. 

The O'Brien and Joyce families 
are probably the closest thing 
the Emerald Isle has to 
cricketing royalty, and for Niall 
and brother Kevin, also in the 
World Cup squad, the inspiration 
to play came from their father 
Brendan. 

“?m constantly being asked 
how | got into it and for me it is 
the most natural thing in the 
world,” he said. 

“| played football, hockey, 
hurling and Gaelic football all 
through my childhood, but my 
father was a great cricketer, a 
great leader and a great 
example for anyone growing up, 
and we all wanted to follow in 
his footsteps. 

“Cricket in Ireland in the past 
has gone through the 
generations, but thankfully now 
it is going out to a wider 
audience and there are people 
rom all different backgrounds 
and areas playing cricket.” 
Ireland's bow in the 2011 
tournament comes on Friday, 
February 25 when they face co- 
hosts Bangladesh, who they also 
beat four years ago in the Super 
Eights, in Mirpur. 

As O'Brien says, any victory 
over a Test playing nation is a 
boost to the game back home. 
Maybe one day there will be a 
young cricketer there who has 
the wicketkeeper’s one-day cap 
on his apartment wall, just as 
O’Brien does with his idol Steve 
Waughs.

Sammo slams his side’s 
worst show for months

“I THOUGHT we had a team to pass all right 
tonight and we couldn't pass water” — that was 
Ian Sampson’s damning verdict after 
Northampton were held to a 3-3 draw at home 
to Morecambe on Tuesday evening. 

Three times the home side had led through 
goals from John Johnson, Kevin Thornton and 
a Leon McKenzie penalty, but each time they 
found themselves pegged back by strikes from 
Kevan Hurst, Jimmy Spencer and substitute 
Paul Mullin two minutes from time. 

Mullin could have even snatched victory for 
Sammy Mcllroy’s side in the dying seconds had 
he not headed just over the bar, leaving Cob- 
blers manager Sampson a relieved man at the 
final whistle. 

He pulled no punches in his post-match press 
conference, saying: “I’ve just said to them that 
it’s a good point because that’s probably the 
worst we've played in months. 

“We just couldn't string two passes together. I 
was a bit disappointed with that because I 
know they’re better players and they can pass 
better than that, but it was a bad day for every- 
one. 

“I think we were lucky to get the point at the 
end of the day.” 

On many occasions the hosts found them- 
selves gifting Morecambe possession in the 


middle of the park, while the defence also 
failed to adequately clear their lines at times. 

Sampson admitted afterwards he was mysti- 
fied by the lacklustre performance, especially 
after being so pleased with how his side played 
in last Saturday’s 1-1 draw at Port Vale. 

“I don't know why it was — sometimes you just 
play poorly. I was expecting better from the 
lads that were on the pitch and it just wasn't to 
be on the night,” he said. 

“We lacked the basic things — passing to each 
other, stopping crosses and defending your box 
as a centre half. All the good things we did on 
Saturday we didn’t replicate tonight. 

“If you give the ball away too cheaply, don't 
stop crosses and don't defend crosses then 
your'e always going to come unstuck. 

“From everyone, generally, it was a poor per- 
formance, that’s why I’m saying it was a good 
point at the end of the day because I thought 
we were going to lose it.” 

Abdul Osman was missing as he started his 
three-match ban following his red card against 
Vale, with Sampson opting to go for an attack- 
ing midfield four of Thornton, Michael Jacobs, 
Josh Walker and Liam Davis. 

Sampson admitted afterwards that the mid- 
fielder had been missed, saying: “Abdul has 
been a big player for us. 

“He does a job that probably goes unnoticed 
—he breaks things up, keeps things simple and 
makes other players around him play better. 


“I went that way because I thought that was 
the team that would get me the points. 

“Arguably, we should have held onto the lead 
after going ahead three times, but we didn't.” 

The focus now switches to the visit of Alder- 
shot Town on Saturday and although the Cob- 
blers are now unbeaten in five, Sampson is 
desperate for them to start picking up three 
points rather than one. 

He said: “We'll take the positive of a point. 
We've kept our decent home form going and 
we've got another game at home to Aldershot 
where we need to pick up three points. 

“We've had three draws on the trot and we 
should have won two of them. 

“We'll keep going until we can’t get there.
